Hoꝛte, Foot, and Dꝛagoons, oꝛ thereabouts, And withthem, 
wit hin libe months lalt paſt, have done many ſervices againck 
the common Enemy, tending muchto the ſakety ot the King⸗ 
dom intend to rayſe a far meꝛe conliderable Foꝛce.both ot 
oxſe and Foot, And have allo bought many Armes and 
mmunition, and mutt buy moze, whereby to furniſh thein= 
felves with a Traine of Artillery, and have beene,audmult 
eat great charges in maintaining and Recruiting the 
id Foꝛtes. aud in keeping ſeverall Garriſons, making and 
tetting of Foꝛtifications, Magazines, courts of Guard, 
and other things requiſiteand neceſſary.fo2 the defence and 
ſafetyof the Caid Aociation, againlt the Fucurfions of the 
Enemy.
